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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1970. 
To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Glyncorrwg  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


It  is  my  privilege  to  produce  for  your  information  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1970.  This  report  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  outlined  in  Circular  l/71  (Wales)  from  the  Welsh 
Office. 

The  slow  but  steady  decrease  in  the  estimated  population  continues  to 
manifest  itself  in  1970  following  the  slight  peak  that  obtained  in  1965.  The  Birth 
Rate  likewise  has  dropped  and  is  now  only  15.6  per  1,000  of  the  population  which  is 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  less  than  the  figure  obtaining  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales.  The  majority  of  births  now  take  place  in  hospital,  domiciliary 
confinement  beirg  the  exception  rather  than  the . rule,  There  are  certain  difficulties 
being  experienced  in  ensuring  regular  attendances  of  expectant  mothers  at  the  Obstetric 
Department  of  Heath  General  Hospital  because  of  problems  related  to  bus  services.  A 
modest  number  of  expectant  mothers  from  the  district  who  are  patients  of  doctors 
practising  in  the  Caerau  and  Maesteg  area,  are  confined  at. the  General  Practitioner 
Unit  at  Maesteg  General  Hospital.  These  are  under  the  supervision,  of  course,  of  the 
Consultant  Obstetrician  from  Bridgend  General  Hospital. 

'The  Death  Rate  for  the  Urban  District  was  slightly  above  that  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  this  year.  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  there 
were  no  Maternal  deaths  during  1970.  The  Infant  Mortality  statistics  which  fluctuate 
wildly  in  a small  area  such  as  ours  gave  a mortality  rate  of  21  .on  this  occasion,  three 
infants  having  failed  to  reach  their  first  birthday.  I have  again  included  details 
of  the  .causes  of  death  and  these  may  be  found  in  Table  2.  Three  babies  were  on  this 
occasion  considered  by  the  staff  at  Neath  General  Hospital  to  have  a certain  degree 
of  hydrocephalus,  one  being  a female  stillbirth  and  the  other  two  who  survived  six 
days  and  eight  months  respectively,  were  also  found  to  have  congenital  abnormalities 
linked  with  the  central  nervous  system. 

In  the  realm  of  Infectious  Diseases,  a total  of  176  notifications  were 
received,  mostly  measles.  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  record  that  there  w*ere  no  new 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  1970.  Five  patients  were  removed  from  the 
register,  these  included  one  death,  one  departure  from  the  district  and  three  recoveries. 

The  Clinic  Services  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  continue  to 
serve  the  needs  of  the  population  and  oh  Page  13  of  this  report,  details  of  the  attend- 
ances may  be- found.  Also -in  this  section  of  the  report  are  details  of  the  Home  Nursing, 
Midwifery . and  Protective  Immunisations  carried  out  in  Schools  etc.,  in  the  part  of  the 
Port  Talbot  & Glyncorrwg  Health  Division  falling'  within  the  catchment  area  of  the  Urban 
District. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  comment  on  the  happy  and  cordial  relationships 
which  have  existed  between  the  Officers  of  the  Authority  and  in  particular  I would  like 
to  thank  Mr.  S.  Mason,  your. Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  hard  work  he  has  done 
during  the  year.  Mr.  Mason  has  kindly  compiled  details  of  the  environmental  health 
work  and  inspections  he  has  involved  himself  in  during  the  year  and  these  are  included 
from  Page  15  onwards. 

Finally  on  Page  23  I include  details  of  samples  taken  in  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Sampling  Officer  during  the  period  under  review. 


In  concluding  these  introductory  remarks,  I would  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Authority  and  to  my  colleagues  on  the  staff 
for  the  cordial  and  happy  relationships  which  have  existed  throughout  the  year.

2.  BIRTHS

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LOCAL  AM)  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACTIVITIES  1970. 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics 


During  the  year,  a total  of  444  children  attended  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  in  Abercregan,  Cymmer,  Duffiyn,  Blaengwynfi  and  Croeserw. 
Total  attendances  by  children  born  during  1970  were  962,  there  were  865 
attendances  by  children  born  during  1969  and  other  children  under  five 
years  of  age  attended  clinics  on  630  occasions  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  advice  and  guidance  to  mothers,  immunisation 
against  diphtheria/whooping  cough/tetanus  and  vaccination  against  snallpox 
and  polio  were  available  to  infants  at  these  clinics.  Welfare  foods  were 
also  on  sale. 

Ante  Natal  Clinics 


168  expectant  mothers  availed  themselves  of  ante-natal  care 
at  the  clinics  at  Abercregan,  Cymmer,  Blaengwynfi  and  Croeserw.  In  all  a 
total  of  734  attendances  were  registered  at  these  clinics.  Some  31  mothers 
re-attended  clinics  after  confinement  for  post-natal  examination. 

Ant e-Natal  Class 


A weekly  ante-natal  relaxation  class  was  held  at  Croeserw  Clinic 
for  expectant  mothers  from  the  whole  area.  24  mothers  took  advantage  of 
this  service  and  during  the  year  made  a total  of  119  attendances.  At 
Glyncorrwg  17  mothers  also  attended  a total  of  61  times. 

Home  Nursing 

The  Home  Nurses  in  the  area  visited  423  patients  during  the  year 
and  this  involved  them  in  a total  of  5965  visits  to  homes.  Of  this  number 
3555  visits  were  made  to  people  over  the  age  of  65  and  63  visits  to  children 
under  5 years  of  age. 

Midwifery 

In  1970  the  midwives  in  the  Urban  District  were  present  at 
29  deliveries  at  home. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

This  prelection  is  offered  to  children  at  school  between  the  ages 
of  thirteen  and  fourteen  and  last  year  91  children  attending  Cymmer  Comprehensive 
School  were  vaccinated  at  school  against  this  disease.  A further  17  children 
who  gave  positive  reactions  to  skin  testing  were  investigated  at  Neath  Chest 
Clinic.  1 child  was  asked  to  return  for  further  investigation,  1 under  review 
of  Chest  Clinic  and  3 known  to  Chest  Clinic. 
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Chiropody 

Clinic  sessions  have  now  been  extended  to  Cymmer,  Blaengwynfi 
and  Glyncorrwg,  depending  on  demand  for  elderly  or  handicapped  persons, 
and  other  special  categories  from  the  whole  of  the  Urban  area.  Home 
visits  were  made  where  the  patient  was  unfit  to  attend  clinic.  Last  year 
101  persons  were  seen  at  clinic  on  506  occasions  and  55  cases  on  204 
occasions  were  seen  at  home. 

Home  Help  Service 

This  Service  continued  during  the  year  and  in  order  to  meet  the 
demand  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ  20  part-time  home  helps  on  a 
regular  basis. 

School  Health  Service 

Regular  medical  inspections  at  all  schools  in  the  area  were 
maintained  and  as  a result  a total  of  298  children  had  routine  medical 
examinations.  In  addition  248  children  who  had  been  referred  from  previous 
routine  examinations  were  re-examined.  It  was  found  necessary  to  refer 
30  children  for  treatment  whilst  121  children  were  found  to  have  defects 
which  require  observation. 

Children  found  to  have  defects  of  vision  are  seen  at  Croeserw 
Clinic  whilst  those  with  orthopaedic  or  speech  defects  are  appointed  to 
school  clinics  in  Croeserw  and  Port  Talbot,  or,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  Mid -Glamorgan  Health  Division,  in  Bridgend  and 
Maesteg.  Any  child  requiring  full-time  education  as  a partially  hearing 
pupil  is  conveyed  to  Cwmafan  Junior  School  daily. 

Pupils  attending  the  schools  in  the  area  were  dentally  inspected 
by  the  Area  Dental  Officer  and  treatment  was  offered  at  Croeserw  Clinic. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  new  dental  equipment  was  installed  at  Croeserw 
Clinic  and  all  treatment  was  offered  under  ideal  and  modem  conditions. 
During  1970,  1039  attendances  were  made  at  these  clinics  by  schoolchildren 
for  treatment  whilst  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  age 
children  attended  for  dental  treatmait  on  26  and  20  occasions  respectively. 
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Mr.  S.  Mason,  your  Public  Health  Inspector  has  kindly 
compiled  the  information  incorporated  on  the  following  pages  of  this 
Annual  Report.

The  contract  was  signed  and  the  work  began  on  the  repair 
and  improvement  of  14  compulsory  acquired  dwellings  at  Norton  Terrace, 
Glyncorrwg.  The  dwellings  being  repaired  and  improved  are:-  Nos.  8,9,12, 
13,15,16,17,18,22,23,25,26,27  and  32  Norton  Terrace,  Glyncorrwg. 

The  repair  and  improvement  of  the  local  authority 
dwelling  at  36,  Cymmer  Road,  Glyncorrwg,  was  commenced.  This  dwelling  was 
acquired  by  negotiation. 

Two  flats  were  completed  at  11 6/1 17  Jersey  Road, 
Blaengwynfi.  This  property  was  acquired  by  the  Council  after  negotiation. 

The  contract  was  signed  for  work  to  commence  on  providing 
4 flats  and  a recreational  centre  at  the  Blaengwynfi  Hotel,  Blaengwynfi.  This 
again  was  a Council  acquired  property, 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

22  Improvement  Grants  of  which  3 were  Standard  and  19 
Discretionary  were  made  and  completed  during  the  year  on  private  dwelling 
houses.  The  local  authority  contribution  amounted  to  £5,510«

houses.

7.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  collection  takes  place  on  three  days  of  each 
week  throughout  the  Urban  area.  The  disposal  of  refuse  taken  place  at  the 
uncontrolled  tip  at  Glenavon  which  is  situated  in  an  isolated  position  and 
is  completely  fenced  in. 

8.,  RODENT  CONTROL , 

Full  use  was  made  of  this  service  by  the  public  and 
all  complaints  regarding  infestations  were  investigated.  The  complaints 
increased  during  the  year  and  a temporary  man  was  employed  for  approximately 
3 months  to  assist  the  rodent  operative.  Baiting  with  Warfarin  was 
intensified  and  the  complaints  diminished. 

A labourer  was  also  engaged  during  the  year  to  assist 
the  Rodent  Operative  in  the  treatment  of  all  sewer,  manholes  throughout  the 
Urban  Area.

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9.  PETROLEUM  CONSOLIDATION  ACT,  1928. 

7 licences  were  issued  to  petroleum  stations  and 
premises  storing  petroleum  in  the  area  subject  to  conforming  with  the  Chief 
Fire  Officers  Report. 


Mr.  K.  White,  9,  Cymmer  Road,  Glyncorrwg  who  had 
previously  held  a licence,  dismantled  the  petrol  pumps  and  the  petroleum 
storage  tanks  were  filled  with  concrete  slurry. 

The  National  Coal  Board  who  had  previously  held  licences 
to  store  petroleum  at  the  Glyncorrwg  Colliery  and  Dyffryn  Rhondda  Washery 
ceased  to  do  so. 


Mr.  B.  Mitchell  of  Mitchell's  Garage,  Glyncorrwg,  has 
discontinued  the  storage  of  petroleum. 

A 500  gallon  storage  tank  and  suction  pipes  of  Mitchell's 
Garage,  Glyncorrwg,  was  submitted  to  a pressure  test  by  means  of  nitrogen  at  a 
pressure  of  10  lbs.  per  square  inch  for  a period  of  24  hours.  This  test 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

A 500  gallon  storage  tank  and  suction  pipes  at  Mr. 
Williams'  Garage,  Blaengwynfi,  was  subjected  to  a pressure  test  by  means  of 
nitrogen  at  a pressure  of  10  lbs.  per  square  inch  for  a period  of  2 4 hours. 

This  test  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

10.  CINEMATOGRAPH  ACTS,  1909  and  1952, 

No  licences  were  issued  during  the  year.  The  Blaengvynfi 
and  Glyncorrwg  Workmen's  Hall  and  Institute  who  have  been  previously  issued 
with  licences  have  discontinued  the  showing  of  films.

The  publicity  given  by  the  press,  radio  and  television 
concerning  the  dangers  and  hazards  of  fireworks  would  appear  to  have  influenced 
the  number  of  applications  for  Firework  Licences.  Last  year  the  number  of 
Fireworks  Licences  issued  was  13.  8 Fireworks  Licences  were  issued  during  this 

year  together  with  the  Home  Office  Circular.  "Fireworks  and  the  Shopkeeper”. 
(Issued  by  the  Central  Office  of  Information  August,  1970).  The  addresses 
of  the  licence  holders  were  submitted  to  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  of  the  County 
of  Glamorgan.

14.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


A report  was  received  from  a General  Practitioner 
concerning  a family  comprising  of  husband  and  wife  and  two  children  who  were 
sick  following  the  consumption  of  fish  fingers  obtained  from  a deep  freeze 
cabinet.  The  symptoms  we re  those  of  vomiting  with  an  absence  of  diarrhoea. 

The  freezing  cabinet  in  the  shop  where  the  fish  fingers  were  purchased  was 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  good  working  order.  The  fat  in  which  the  fish 
fingers  were  fried  was  examined  and  found  not  be  rancid,  it  was  further  reported 
that  the  family  had  all  eaten  plums  the  previous  day.  There  was  no  evidence  of 
food  poisoning.

Following  a request  by  the  Divisional  Executive  Education 
Officer  for  a report  on  the  above  swimming  pool,  9 chemical  and  14 
Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  the  pool  during  the  year- 
The  results  of  these  samples  showed  that  a satisfactory  level  of 
chlorine  in  the  swimming  pool  water  was  not  being  maintained „ The 
parts  per  million  of  chlorine  present  in  the  water  were  either  far 
in  excess  of  required  standards  or  far  too  low-  Following  the  advice 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  swimming  pool  was  closed  and 
works  of  improvement  were  carried  out-  Tie  pool  remained  closed  to 
the  end  of  the  year.
